Same as the February Call. 

The new call is substantially a copy of the 
one issued iast February, except that no up- 
set price is named. An officiel of the Treas- 
ury is responsible for the statement, however, 
that al! bids will be rejected which do not re- 
sult in a net rate of 3 per cent. But little 
doubt is expressed of the ability of the gov- 
ernment to float the bonds without difficulty 
at that net rate. The February issues are al- 
ready at a premium, and the effect of the Re- 
publican success will be the certain renewal 
of confidence. The question in doubt is as 
to the ultimate effect on the gold re- 
serve. Of the confession of financial 
incapacity involved in the issue 
of another $50,000,000 ia one year there 
can be no doubt.

BOSTON BANKERS FAVOR THE BONDS.

No Adequate Shelter Is Offered Patrons of 


Illinois Central Express Trains. pes 


Complaints from women patrons of the’ Ii- 
linois Central suburban service are loud and 
long these stormy days. The women say they 
are forced to stand and shiver on open plat- 
forms, exposed to the full sweep of the wind, 
while waiting for the express”’ trains. They 
say they have had all sorts of promises from 
the Illinois Central, but the promisés have 
not been kept. Since the lilinois Central put 
into operation its *“‘express”’ service pas- 
sengers ate of course obliged to enter the 
trains from high platforms. These have no 
shelter, except in some casesaroof. The 
regular suburban patrons, though they also 
use elevated platforms, fare better in most 
cases, as they can remain in the stations until 
just before the trains arrive. There is aiso 
complaint from these people, as in many 
cases the platform is so far from the station 
they must mount the platform and wait until 
the train comes.

About two months ago the General Mana- 
gers of the Western roads resolved to make 
the rate of mileage paid for freight cars not 

exceed six mills per car per mile run, 
loaded and empty, from and after Nov. 1, 
1894. This action was subject to concurrence 
on the part of the Central Traffic and Trunk 
Line Association roads. The Central Traffic

As a result, all parties concerned were noti- 
fied by Chairman Midgley yesterday that the 
agreement to make the mileage for the use 
of freight cars six mills percar per mile run 
ig effective from and after Nov. 1, 1894. and 
all accounts with railroad companies, wheth- 
er parties to the agreement or foreign roads 
(including private car companies), should be 
settled on the basis above stated. 

‘It appears from a communication sent to 
railroad managers by Chairman Midgley that 
the Standard Oil company and the big pack- 
ers huve been successful in their efforts to 
get exemption from the six mills rate agree- 
ment secure a higher. rate for their cars. 
They did not effect this by legitimate means, 
but they prevailed upon certain weak-backed 
managers to make long-time contracts with 
them at three-fourths cent per car per mile 
run with the Union Tank Line company 
(Standard Oil) and at one cent per mile run 
with certain packing companies. 

The effect of these contracts, Mr. Midgley 
says, is to warrant all the parties to the car 
mileage agreement in allowing, until other- 
wise advised, for the use of tank line cars 
three-fourths cent per mile run; and for the 
use of refrigerator cars, owned and operated 
by packing-house companies, one cent per 
car per mile run. Refrigerator cars owned 
and operated by foreign roads will be limited 
to a mileage of six mills per car per mile run. 
No contracts in such cases have been re- 
ported, hence no obligation exists in that con- 
nection under the resolutions adopted by the 
respective parties to the mileage agreements, 


ANN ARBOR REORGANIZATION PLAN. 


George L. Day Tells What Will Be Done 
with This Railroad, 
Toro, O., Nov. 18.—George Lord Day. 
one of the executors of the Astor estate, was 
in this city two or three days, and when asked 
concerning the proposed reorganization of the 
Ano Arbor railway interests, in which he is 
largely interested, Mr. Day said: 

In lieu of all the claims of Gov. Ashley 
and his family our committee agreed to give 
him the $100,000 in stock and the $30.000 
in park bonds which were issued to the com- 
pany, but which really should have been paid 
to Gov. Ashley, as he had deeded the property 
to- the railroad but had never received pay for 
it. Other Ashley property also is being used 
by the road and we are to pay him $20,000 
for that, or rather we will assume 4 mortgage 
for the amount. , 

The Quintard committee outlined a poli- 
cy of reorganization. but was vigorously op- 
posed by the so-called Murray and Lawrence 
factional interests. Our committee (the 
Quintard) finally joined interests with Law- 
renee and formed a joint committee made up 
of the followmg individuals: C, W. Quin- 
tard, A. F. Eno. J. E. Simmons, E. K 
Wright, R. M. Galloway, S. J. Lawrence, and 
R. G. Martin. This joint committee in reali- 
ty indorsed the original Quintard plan of re- 
organization; this 12 provides for an issue 
of $7,000,000 of 4 per cent first mortgage 
bonds, $4,000,000 of preferred stock, and 
$3,250,000 of common stock to be distrib. 
uted as foliows: The bondholders of the 
Grand Trunk or Toledo division are required 
to turn in their 6 per cent bonds and , receive 
in lieu thereof 115 per cent in bonds of a 
new issue, after they have received 20 per 
cent of their bonds in preferred stock; North 
Michigan division bondholders receive 110 
per cent of their holdings in new bonds and 
40 per cent in preferred stock; Mount Pleas- 
ant division and Cadillac division bondhold- 
ers will exchange their bonds at par and re- 
ceive 20 per cent of preferred stock; Lake 
Michigaa division bondholders 80 per cent 
in new bonds and 40 per cent in preferred 
stock; Franklin and Southeastern division 
bongholders 20 per cent of preferred stock: 
hoiders of present common stock are given 
the privilege of subscribing to the new com- 
mon stock at the rate of one share of new for 
two of old. Thisin fact means an assess- 
ment of $5 per share. 

»The consolidated 5 per cent moftgage is to 
be exchanged for 130 per cent of ita face in 
preferred stock. This mortgage was au- 
thorized for $10,000,000, but only 81,443, 
000 was ever issued. A deposit of the bonds 
and stock is required to be made before 
Dec. 1, 1894. The bonds and stock of the 
Grand Trunk and North Michigan Divisions 
are to be deposited with the Metropolitan 
Trust company of New York, while those of 
the other divisions must be deposited with the 
Central Trust company of the-same city.

WHO IS OWNER OF PILES OF OULM? 


Do These Mountains of Coal Belong to the 
Miner or the Mine Owner? 

Hongsparz, Pa., Nov. 10.— [New York 
Sun.|—An interesting question has been 
raised in the anthracite coal regions which, if 
it, is carried to proposed settiemeut in the 
courts, will involve the decision of some en- 
tirely new and important points in the rights 
of coal miiners and coal mine owners, Until 
within recent years the percentage of waste in 
the mining of merchantable coal was sup- 
posed to be about 50 percent. This waste 
resulted in the piling up of the mountains 
of colliery refuse, so familiar in the an- 
thracite regions, known asculm. But the dis- 
covery was made some years ago that these 
culm piles contained a large percentage of 
coal of small sizes which could be recovered 
from the waste and placed on the market at 
a price equal to that obtained for the then 
merchantable sizes. This coal is of three 
128 buckwheat, bird's eye, and peg coal.

The miner mines coal for the mine-owner 
and is paid for it by the carload, so much per 
ton. When a car of coal comes from the 
mine and is weighed and inspected, if it con- 
tains Gulm to the amount of ten pounds or 
more, the miner is docked 100 pounds on 
that carload, or, in other words, he does not 
receive pay for the hundred pounds of the coal 
he has mined. Although buckwheat, bird’s- 
eye, aud pea coal are no longer classed as 
waste, they are covered by the term culm, and 
the miner pays forfeit for having those sizes 
in his car, although they are among the most 
valuable products of the mine. ‘The point 
raised is that the old culm piles, having been 
largely made up by this docking of the 
miners’ cars, virtually represent invest- 
ment made by the miners through the wages 
deducted from him for producing such coal 
as the culm piles contain, and that, conse- 
quently, the waste belongs to them, morally 
and legally, just as much as if they had paid 
for them in actual cash. 

Another well-known coal region lawyer, 
while not taking the radical view that the 
miners own the culm piles, unhesitatingly 
contends that the miners, having been forced 
to pay for minmg valuable coal for the coal 
companies, instead of receiving pay for the 
work, the companies cannot now take ad- 
vantage of such work without reimbursing 
the miners for the wages thus unjustiy taken 
from them. There wiil be a good many hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars involved in the 
settlement of these new and novel legal points 
should they come to the test of judicial 
opinion.

of enforcing rights exist in law and in 
equity. You can’t compel anyone to go beyond 
the right. as the law has definedit. The law can- 
not compela person to carryon a particular 
trade or business, nor compel a person to work 
for another. It may require the employer shall 
not so use his employés as to injure ir 
health; it may prevent the employment of 
those of tender years; it may regulate the hours 
of labor so as not to require unreasonable or ex- 
acting service; it may punish cruel or inhuman 
treatment of employ6é; it may require the prompt 
payment of wages and give liens and preferences 
in order to insure payment for services rendered. 
The law cannot compel a person or @ corpora- 
tion to carry on the business of a common car- 
rier. But if a person or corporation elect to act 
as a common carrier the law may require that 
charges for services shall be»reasonable, that all 
rsons shall be accommodated on equal terms. 

t is also con that the law may bold the 
common carrier responsible to third parties for 
injuries resulting from the negligence of its em- 
ployés. The law ought to require a common 
carrier to deal as justly with its its own employés 
as it is required to deal with the public. Public 
sentiment is a powerful factor for the institution 
and for the suppression of strikes, and when 
public sentiment is against the strikers they will 
soon yield the contest. 

You will never find an end of labor difficulties 
until the people are satisfied that justice is to be 
dealt tothem. Thereis no settlement of con- 
troversies of this kind that is not bottomed on 
the fundamental principles of right between 
man and man, and when that issecured and put 
into practical operation by impartial men, with 
the view to do that th well and faithfully, 
then you will find an en 


Congressman James A. Tawney. 


The Chairman then introduced Congress- 
man James A. Tawney of Minnesota, who 
spoke on the same subject, in part as follows: 

The plan of a permanent National Board is 
favored by many who reason from analogy that 
cause the Inter-State Commerce Commission has 
proved satisfactory the same results would follow 
a national board of arbitration. But those who rea- 
son in this way fail to note the difference between 
the nature of the controversy to be determined 
by a board of arbitration and that decided by the 
Commerce Commission. They do not stop to 
consider that the interests of the parties, as well 
as the interests of tne public, demand the prompt 
settlement of the controversy: that in the one 
case the parties are without a remedy for the 
loss occasioned by the delay, while in the other 
individual interests are alone involved, end the 
parties have an adequate remedy for the loss in- 
cident to the delay in reaching a determination. 
There is another distinction: the relation exist- 
ing between the parties to the controversy. 

There are many other objections that might be 
urged against a national board of arbitration. It 
would not necessafily bea political board. but 
the intment of the members in all human 
pro! ity would be more or less influenced by 

lities. — termination of the dispute 

tween the parties, so essential to the preserva- 
tion of the material interests cf all concerned, 
could not be accomplished. The vastness of its 
territorial jarisdiction is a serious objection. 
The parties would be obliged to go to the Board 
of Arbitration at Washington or the board would 
have to > go to the parties.

Call for Impromptu Speeches. 


At the conclusion of Mr. Tawney’s address, 
the Chairman called for a five minute ita- 
promptu address from Judge Tuley, who 
spoke in part as follows: 

I was sorry to hear the opening speaker take 
the position that arbitration had no place in the 
questions of railroad transportation. Arbitra- 
tion means, if 1 understand it correctly, the 
settlement of disputes. and controversies, upon 
principles of right and equity. It is that ver 
spirit animating those persons who contro 
capital, that there is nothing to arbitrate, that 
is one of the great causes of the Chicago strike. 
The plan of a license to railway — is one 
wor of consideration. I believe t if you 
could enlist your railroad men as you enlist your 
soldiers, for a definite time, and forbid their 
quitting except Sees certain notice, it would 
tend and probably would entirely prevent rail- 
road strikes. But it wonid not go far enough. 
It would not go to the extent of preventing rail- 
road oppression of the laboring man. You must 
get beyond that. Laboring men want only their 


rights. 
Session in the Evening. 


The evening session met at 8 o’clock, with 
the Rev. Dr. J. H. Barrows in the chair. The 
first epeaker was Josephine Shaw Lowell of 
New York, who spoke on The Distinction 
Between Arbitration and Conciliation,” in 
part as follows: 

Compulsory State arbitration, voluntary State 
arbitration, and voluntary arbitration are die- 
tinct, and the objections to the first are inap- 

licable to the last two. Compulsory State ar- 
bitration is absurd, and the objections to volun- 
tary State arbitration, as it exists in several 
States, are not necessarily objections against the 
former system. Conciliation is a compact of friend- 
ship and justice and requires no intermediary. 
But arbitration is for emergency and must 
algays be provided for asa final resort in all 
plfhs for conciliation. It may result and in

United States Tinplate Works Start Up at 
Pittsbarg. 

Prrrspure, Pa., Nov. 13,—The United 
States Iron and Tinplate company com- 
menced work in its Demmler plant today 
with fifty non-union men under guard of 
deputies. The locked-out men offered no in- 
terference. At East Liverpool, O., Wallace 
Bonfieid & Co. started one of its tin mills to- 
day with new hands. Trouble is feared 
should the company introduce any more out- 
siders to start the other mill. 


WILL FALL BAOK ON WATER RATES, 


Receipts of That Bureau to Tide City Over 
Financial Strait. 

It will fall upon the Bureau of Water Rates 
to tide the city over its present financial 
trouble if the policy of the administration is 
correctly understood. The water rates will 
amount to about enough to pay the $330,000 
of water certificates due Dec. 1, together with 
the $15,000 interest; the $332,000 7 per 
cent Hyde Park bonds, anda judgment pay- 
able from the water fund amounting to 
$148,450, due between now and January, and 
all or part of the October pay-roll. It is un- 
derstood the holders of the certificates and 
bonds will be asked to carry them awhiie longer 
and it is thought a satisfactory arrangement 
can be made as to the judgment. The money 
then will be used to pay pay-rolls and current 
expenses. In this way the administration ex- 
pects to make both ends mevt until the first 
of the year. The Mayor would not indicate 
yesterday who he was likely to appoint Con- 
trolier, but the impression still prevails that 
Commissioner of Public Works Jones will be 
assigned the place and a new man put in for 
Commissioner. The selection of O. D. Wether- 
ell for the place does not seem probable 
although some color is given the report by the 
recent action of the bonds. Charles H. 
Schwab has been mentioned. He denied yes- 
terday the place had been tendered him. He 
had a long conterence with Controller Agker- 
man, however, and was apparently engaged 


in an examination of the financial condition 


of the city. The working force of the city 
will be reduced wherever possible, and the 
Police Department is already being put in 
shape foratrimming. Theax will probably 
cominence to fall today. Supt. Brennan says 
that upwards of 100 police officers of various

It took the railway General Managers and 
Pullman officials some time thoroughly to di- 
gest the report of the strike commission. It 
was the complaint of all who tried to assimi- 
late it that it was full of conclusions drawn 
from a misstatement of facts,” and vigorous 
refutations of the statements were made on 
all sides. E. St. John, Chairman of the Gen- 
eral Managers’ Association, refused to believe 
the quotations from the report could be off. 
cial. He said: When the official report is 
received, if it contains the many misstate. 
ments of facts quoted in the synopsis as pub- 
lished in Tun Tammo, I will decidedly have 
something to say regarding it. 

J. M. Egan, who was the executive officer 
of the General Managers’ Association in deal- 
ing with the strike, said: The report is so 
misleading as to statements of facts that a 
great deal could be eaid, but perhaps it is bet- 
ter to refer only to one or two of the more 
glaring errors. In the first place it is not 
true any of the United States Deputy Mar. 
shals were under control directly or indirect- 
ly of the General Managers’ Association. It 
was necessary fora number of railway em- 
ployés to be sworn as Deputy Marshals iu 
order to protect themselves and the lives of 
passengers and to prevent riot or violence, 
but their duties were defined when they were 
sworn in, and they received no orders except 
from government officials, The fact should 
not be lost sight of that the members of the 
commission were invited by St. Paul men to 
investigate the labor troubles there but they 
refused. 

Says A. R. U. Men Were Rioters, 

Not being a member of the General Man- 
agers’ Association | am very reluctant to dis- 
cuss the report, but will add ust this. It is 
asserted no evidence was received that mem- 
bers of the A. R. U. were guilty of inciting 
riot. The public knows better than that. To- 
day, from the Mississippi River to California, 
dozens of members of the order are under 
indictment upon that very charge, and I 
shall be surprised if some of them are not 
hanged for murder. 

Johu Duna, assistant to the President of 
the IIlinois Central railroad, said: The 
most absurd statement in the report is that 
the General Managers’ Association formed a 
combination that compelled the labor organ- 
izations to unite for self,deſense. The truth 
is the labor organizations have been united 
in purpose for twenty-five years, whereas the 
General Managers’ Association was formed 
less than ten years ago. It has never 
been anything else but a convenient 
means for concentration and discussion. 
It is true it may have indirectly fixed a scale 
of wages as a result of ©omparing notes, but 

each road was the absolute master of its own 
situation and its,officers were free to exercise 
their best discretion in the matter of 08. 
tariffs, or of any policy whatsoever. 
recom mendations of the commission are all 
right. ‘There can be no harm in trying them. 
The gentlemen forming the commission must 
give the people of the country credit for 
mighty little sense when they ask them to be- 
lieve they found no evidence that the labor 
organizations countenanced rioting and de- 
struction of property. The grand juries and 
courts of the country have found plenty of 
such evidence.”’ 


Views of Mr. Runnells. 


John S. Runne'ls, attorney for the Pullman 
company, said: “* The report seems to me, so 
fur as it relates to Pullman matters, to base its 
conclusions largely upon a misapprehension 
or a misstatement of facts. For example, it 
says the strikers are to be highly commended 
for their magnanimous and conservative con- 
duct and that there was no evidence of vio. 
lence. It isa matter of common notoriety 
that when the works were to be reopened 
few giris employed in the laundry were beset 
by hundreds of men who jostled, threatened, 
and abused them and addressed them with all 
manner of billingsgate. The protection of 
the military had to be invoked in their behalf. 
It is also well known that men were 
beaten unmercifully, In some instances 
the assailants were fined for the assaults. 
Again, the report speaks of the fact that high 
rents at Pullman were provocative of the 
strike. It fails to state the fact that fewer 
than one-third of all the strikers were ten- 
ants of the Pullman company, and the ques- 
tion of rents could therefore have no effect 
upon them. The report goes on to assume 
the works were kept open to prevent the ma- 
chinery from getting rusty and ite ‘territory’ 
from becoming occupied by competitors. 
The Pullman company, or any other com- 
pany, can get contracts only by domg work 
at as low prices as its competitors and by do- 
ing as good or better work. The report says 
wages were cut 25 per cent, while as a matter 
of fact the testimony proves they were cut 
only 19 percent. It says nothing about the 
loss of 30 per cent on the business of the 
company which induced the cut of 19 per 
cent. The whole report reads like an ad vo- 
cote 8, plea in defense of Debs and the A. 


Deplores the Misstatements. 


Roswell Miller, President of the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul road, is quoted as 
saying: It is very unfortunate that such a 
report should have emanated from so respect- 
able a board. From the crude ignorance dis- 
played itis likely to do great harm to the 
movement for concihation or arbitration 
boards. 

C. H. Chappell, General Manager of the 
Alton, said: Neither the General Managers’ 
Association nor its railroads fixed the Chicago 
scale of wages for the switchmen covering all 
lines at Chicago, ag stated by the Labor Com- 
mission. ‘The criticism upon the railways for 
not recognizing labor organizations is not 
only unjust, but untrue. The earnings of the 
railways have failen off 80 per cent since 
1887. Let a majority of the roads repre. 
sented in the General Managers’ Association 
have never asked an employé to accept less 
wages. 

The Pailway Age in its next issue will say: 

The history of railway labor organizations of 
the last twenty years is largely made up of what 
the report says was never attemp Again and 
again have efforts been made to consolidate, 
federate, or absorb various existing orders into 
one. The ignorance of this fact and of the further 
fact that it was the repeated experience of it 
which at length drove the railways reluctantly 
to unite also in self-defense is to any one at all 
familiar with the history of labor almost incom- 
prehensible. The report says: Throughout the 
strike the strife was simply over handiimg Pull- 
man cars, the men being ready to do their duty 
otherwise.“ This is not only untrue but is a 
radical and gross misrepresentation of the entire 


circumstances of the strike.

PRAISES PULLMAN FOR NOT YIELDING. 


Declaration That He Was the Right Man 
in the Right Place.

GEN. OLAY AND HIS WARD WEDDED, 


The Doughty Old Warrior Succeeds in Out- 
witting His Relatives. 
Lextneton, Ky., Nov. 18.—[Special, ]— 
Gen. Cassius M. Clay, 84 years old, and his 
ward, Dora Richardson, 15 years old, were 
finally married at Gen, Clay’s house at White 
Hall this morning at 9 o’clock. The license 
was secured last Friday, but Gen. Clay’s sons 
and daughters prevented the ceremony from 
being performed by dissuadmg those whom 
the General had asked to perform the cere- 
mony from doing so. Last night the General 
conceived the idea that his children would 
enjoin him today through the courts from 
marrying the girl. He, therefore, sent last 
night for Squire Douglass, who arrived early 
this morning and made them man and wife just 
as the General’s grandson, Green Clay, rode 
up to prevent the marriage. The bride is be- 
low the medium height, but is well developed 
tor a girl of her age. She has heavy, deep 
brown hair that she wears long, has dark 
eyes, and seems to be an amiable h 
wholly unsophisticated country girl. She 
has no accompiishments whatever, being 
almost wholly illiterate. Her parents are 
both dead. Gen. Clay first met the girl near 
Valley View, a few hours after the death of 
her mother; Mrs. Richardson was killed 
in a railroad accident, and Gen. Clay 
was a witness to the intense grief of the girl 
who was made an orphan by the accident. 
The tears of the child softened the iron heart 
of Gen. Clay. He has provided for the girl, 
and, at his death, she will be one of the rich- 
est young widows in the Blue Grass region. 
Both of the Richardson boys gave their con- 
sent to the marriage. The girl is said to love 
the General, The close friends of the Gen- 
eral in his younger days favored the union 
and said that if his marriage to the girl would 
bring happiness into his declining years no 
one should object. White Hall, the home of 
Gen. Clay, is in Madison County, fifteen 
miles from Richmond, and is in one of 
the most secluded parts of the county.

REPORT OF THE STRIKE COMMISSION. 
An abstract of the voluminous report to the 
United States Government on the great rail- 
way strike in connection with the Pullman 
labor strike of last May was published yester- 
day. The report is rather caustic in its re- 
view of the Railroad Managers’ Association 
and its acts. Though organized in 1886 it 
was nine years before it acted. March. 1893, 
its members acted as a unit in resisting the 
demands of the switchmen for an in rease of 
pay, this being the first time that men upon 
each line were brought sharply face to face 
with the fact that in questions as to wages, 
rules, etc., each line was supported by twenty- 
four combined railroads, having an aggregate 
capitalization of 2,108 million dollars. The 
commission questions whether any legal 
authority can be found to justify some of the 
features of the association, which the report 
characterizes as an illustration of the persist- 
ent and shrewdly devised plan of corporations 
to overreach their limitations and to usurp indi- 
rectly powers and rights not contemplated in 
their charters and not obtainable from Legis- 
latures. An extension of its plan and the 
proposed legalization of pooling would result 
in an aggregation of power and capital dan- 
gerous to the people, as well as to employés, 
and lead up to government ownership 
of the railroads. And it should 
be noted that until the railroads set 
the example a general union of rail- 
road employés was never attempted. The 
unions had not gone beyond enlisting the 
men upon different systems in separate or- 
ganizations.” But they had strike associn- 
tions as far back as 1876. 
As to the Pullman company the report states 
that the conditions created by it at Pullman 
enable the management at all times to assert 
with great vigor its assumed right to fix wages 
and rents absolutely. It could hardly shut 
down for seven and a half months at a cost 
and loss of less than 1 per cent upon its capi- | 
tal and surplus of 50 millions, The company 
had not produced its checks in rebuttal of 
the sworn charges that wages in many *cases 
had been nearly absorbed by rent, as the 
workmen claimed. Those rents were high- 
er than they ought to be, as judged by 
conditions elsewhere, and neither they nor the 
pay of officers, managers, nor superintendents 
were reduced when the company made a se- 
vere cut in wages of the toilers. Had the 
officers’ pay been reduced the event might 
have been different. But the demand by em- 
ployés for the good times wages of June, 
1893, was clearly unjustifiable. The business 
of last May would not pay those wages. But the 
reduction was carried to excess. The company 
was hardly less at fault therein than were 
the em ployés in insisting upon the high wages 
of June, 1893. The forbearance of the Pull- 
man strikers from May 11 to July 3, when 
the soldiers went to Pullman, is in evidence. 


No violence or destruction of property by 


strikers or sympathizers took place there, 
and till July 3 no extraordinary protection 
was had from the police or the military. 

Read iness of the Debsites to strike sympa- 
thetically on the railroads is stated to have 
been promoted by the apprehensive condi- 
tions of railroad employés, resulting from 
some cases of wage reductions, blacklisting, 
and the menace of the Railway Association. 
The commission believes that a different 
policy to the refusal by the Pullman company 
to arbitrate would have prevented the loss of 
life, property, and wages occasioned by the 
long, riotous strike. It finds that the police- 
men sympathized with the rioters rather 
than with the railroads, and says it 
would not be surprising to find the same sen- 
timeat rife among the military. The em- 
ployment of 3,600 United States Deputy 
Marehals, armed and paid by the railroads 
and acting in the double capacity of railroad 
employés and United States officers, is re- 
ferred to as a bad, precedent that might lead 
to serious consequences. 

The President ordered United States troops 
to Chicago to protect Federal property, to 
prevent obstruction to the carrymg of the 
mails, to prevent interference with inter- 


and mandates of the Federal courts. He did 
this under full legal authority from Sec. 
5,298 of the Revised Statutes of the United 
States. 

The report states there was no evidénce ad- 
duced that the officers of the Debs Rail- 
way Union participated in or advised intimi- 
dation, violence, or destruction of property. 
In regard to this wild assertion Mr. Rannells, 
attorney for the Pullman company, says: 
„All this in the face of the evidence presented 
to the commission and familiar to the pubiic 
of the attacks on the laundry girls and slug- 
ging of workmen at Puliman, of the destruc- 
tion of cars, settmg locomotives to running 
wild, the pubiic advice of Howard to gain 
their ends if necessary ‘with a coupling 
pin.“ The report admits that the 
strikers were concerned in the outrages 
against law and order, though the number un- 
doubtedly was small as compared with the 
whole number out. The spiking and mis- 
placing of switches, removing rails, crippling 
of interlocking systems, side-tracking and de- 
railing of cars and engines, placing of coup- 
ling pins in engine machinery, etc., as well as 
considerable intimidation of those taking 
strikers’ places, were committed or insti- 
gated by strikers. The rest of the mischief 
was done by sympathetic mobs, for the gath- 
ering and work of which the responsibility 
rests with the Debs Railway Union. But the 
report utterly fails to take notice of the high- 
ly important fact that the railway strike was 
undertaken without any real cause of com- 
plaint against the lines. It was Mr. Pullman 
who was at fault, not the managers of the 
ruilroad corporations. This grave fact is 
carefully slurred over in the report. 

The commission refers to strikes and boy- 
cotte as barbarism and says it is encouraging 
to find a general concurrence in condemning 
them, even among labor leaders. It recom- 
mends arbitration and says the laber unions 
have come to stay, thinks the question of gov- 
ernment ownership may be forced to the 
front should continued combinations and con- 
solidations result in a dozen or less owner- 
ships within a few years, recommends the in- 
auguration of a permanent system of investi- 
gation into the relations between railroads 
and their employés, and says the question of 
what shall be done is one of expediency, not 
of power, The following isan abstract of its 
recommendations:

intimidation; and that members shail be no 
more personally liable for corporate acts 
than are stockholders in corporations; that 
the subject of licensing the higher employés 
of railroad corporations be considered by 
Congress; that the States consider the adop- 
tion of some system of conciliation and arbi- 
tration like that in use in Massachusetts; that 
contracts requiring men not to be members 
of labor organizations be declared illegal; 
and that employers should recognize labor or- 
ganizations, to be dealt with through repre- 
sentatives, with special reference to concilia- 
tion and erbitration when difficulties are 
threatened or arise. 

What is stated in the report in regard to the 
Pullman system justifies all of what Tus 
Tatum had to say of the matter during the 
progress of the strike. Tas Trisune believes 
that if rents had been reduced when wages 
were cut down and if the salaries of the high- 
er officers had been reduced along with the 
pay of the men the Pullman trouble would 
have had a very different aspect. It believes 
that a majority of the stockholders in that 
corporation were of the opinion that the course 
of Mr. Pullman in reference to the matter 
was far from being a wise and judicious one, 
and that if he had acted as the commission 
thinks he ought to have acted. and as nearly 
all employers would ha ve acted in his place, 
none of the trouble would have occurred. But 
he allowed fire to be laid ina mass of com- 
bustible material and the consequences were 
far from agreeable to either side. 

Two or three years ago Mr. Frick at Home- 
stead acted somewhat in the same haughty 
line while Mr. Carnegie was off shooting 
ptarmigan and hunting red deer in Scot- 
land. The sober good sense of the 
people, while strongly condemning the 
violence of the workingmen during that 
struggle, also condemns the impolitie meth- 
ods pursued by Mr. Frick, and a similar con- 
demnation will rest upon Mr. Pullman, for 
the deliberate final judgment of the Ameri- 
can people on all such questions is one from 
which there is no appeal. Of course if we 
had had a Mayor who did his duty the police 
of this city would have done theirs, and if 
we had not had a Governor whose sympathies 
wereon the side of turbulence and anarchy, 
and who availed himself of this opportunity 
to start a back fire in the shape of insolent 
letters to the President, the violence of the 
railroad strike would have been much mol!- 
lified. But for the primary cause we must 
go back to the unconciliatory methods of 
George M. Pullman. 


THE NEW AMERICAN LINER. 
Philadelphia may congratulate the country 
and the country may congratulate Philadel- 
phia upon the successful launching of the new 
American line steamship St. Louis at the 
Cramps’ shipyard Monday last. The St. 
Louis is the first of the splendid new steam- 
ships for this liue. As Mr. Cramp said in his 
speech of welcome to the President, with two 
exceptions the St. Louis is the largest and 
most powerful ship in the world. She is 554 
feet in length over all, 63 feet in breadth, has 
5 decks, and 16,000 tons displacement. She 
can carry 1,770 passengers, 520 of them in 
the first and second cabins, besides 381 per- 
sons in ber service, Under the law which 
stipuiates these boats may be used as cruisers 
she is of sufficient strength to sustain the 
working of four 6-inch rifled cannon, Shea 
will also carry enough coal for a trip across 
the Atlantic and return at the highest speed, 
It is a matter of special pride that this mag- 
nificent vessel is wholly of American con- 
struction. She was built on American plans, 
of American materials, and by American 
workingnen, and by the enterprise of the 
owners of the American line. She was chris- 
tened by the first lady in America, with 
American wine, and the law under which she 
was constructed was passed by the last Re- 
publican Congress. It would have been a 
grecious actif Mr. Cleveland had acknowl- 


edged in his little speech of congratulation 
that the thorough American qualities of this 
great vessel were due to the American policy 
of protection. The speed of the St. Louis has 
yet to be tested. The Cramps have construct- 
ed the fastest war vessels afloat. It now re- 
mains to be seen whether they have also con- 
structed an ocean greyhound fleeter than any 
of the Atlantic pack.

The Hon. William M. Springer, whose Con- 
gressional harp hangs upon the willows, is 
sitting down by the rivers of Sangamon and

city. 


UNCLE SAM AS MEDIATOR. 

The proposition of mediation between 
China and Japan made by the United States 
at the instance of the former power was emi- 
nently proper. Fights between nations are 
very much like fights between individuals 
after all. When two persons get into a quar- 
rel the disinterested neighbor who steps up 
and gets them to settie their fight by making 
mutual concessions not only does them but 
the whole community a useful service, In 
this case the government is not acting upon 
its own motion. It was first asked to join 
certain European powers in bringing the war 
to an end, even by force if necessary. This 
it positively refused to do. China thereupon 
asked this government to act as mediator and 
it consented. It has notified the Japanese 
Government that China desires to have peace 
and is willing to pay an indemnity, and that 
if Japan will join China in making the re- 
quest the United States will act asa mediator. 
Che government, therefore, has simply con- 
sented to mediate and not to arbitrate. It 
will submit to Japan the terms offered by 
China. If they should be acceptei that would 
end the matter and our connection with it. 
If they should be rejected our connection 
would similarly cease and the war would go 
on until China was completely conquered or 
European powers intervened, 

In all this the United States has only made 
a friendly offer,and one in the interest of 
peace. It could not have joined with other 
powers in armed intervention, because in that 
case we should have had to furnish ships, 
men, and munitions of war. It would have 
been one of those entangling alliances against 
which Washington warned the government, 
It would have placed us in the attitude of 
menacing a foreign nation, and, worse than 
that, of being made a catspaw for the advan. 
tage of England, Russia, and other European 
powers. In the place of this we simply tender 
friendly offices at the request of one of the 
parties to the contest. If the other party ob- 
jects no harm has been done, and we sit by 
and do nothing, like England during the 
Franco-German struggle. On the other hand, 
if the other party consents, the United States 
Government will gain the prestige and credit 
of being a peacemaker, and, from a more 
selfish point of view, will derive great advan- 
tages from the increase of trade with both 
the countries now engaged in war. As Japan 
is particularly friendly to the United States, 
it will undoubtedly give the offer careful con- 
sideration, and, if the settlement is to be 
made upon an indemnity basis, which seems 
to be the modern fashion, it is not improbable 
that Uncle Sam may yet enjoy the credit of 
being the successful bearer of the olive branch 
and the messenger of peace between the 
plucky little Japs and their big enemy. 


UNJUST ATTACKS ON RUBENS. 

Some of Mayor Hopkins’ fool friends 
charge Corporation Counsel Rubens with 
“forsaking the administration when it is 
under flre because he insists on resigning. 
They say also that “if his friendship for 
Hopkins is as loyal as Mr. Rubens has always 
professed, it is his duty to retain his position 
until such time as the administration is in 
more popular favor than at present. 

If the Mayor has any loyalty to the man 
who has done so much for him he will shut 
the mouths of these overzealous friends sum- 
marily. He is indebted to Rubens; not 
Rubens to him. Rubens did not want the place 
at any time. His acceptance of it in- 
volved a heavy business sacrifice on his part. 
He gave notice long ago that he could not 
make the sacrifice any longer. Not the re- 
sult of the election, but a sense of the duty he 
owes himself, causes Mr. Rabens to leave the 
office he has held with reluctance. 

He has been the mainstay of the adminis 
tration. It would have failed utterly without 
him and his viear, cool brain. He has 
written the Mayor’s vetoes and messages. 
He has guided his policy on many non- 
political questions. Municipal affairs which 
he had to look after have been well man- 
aged, and if the Democrats want a candidate 
for the Mayoralty who as far as he has gone 
has shown marked ability they should pick 
out Mr. Rubens. But for him the Hopkins 
administration would have been a hopeless 
failure without one atoning feature. . 

If the Mayor does not repudiate speedily 
the comments of his fool frends, he will 
show that he has very little sense of gratitude. 
Other Mayors would have counted themselves 
fortunate if they had enjoyed during the

ot time. It looks much as if Mr. Wilson had 
been a little dazed by the resuit of the elec- 
tion.

used except the furnace door, which has an 
adjustable air vent so arranged as to admit 
a volume of air over the bed of couls as near 
to the grate bars as possible. The whole prin- 
ciple of the furnace is to use only the natural 
draft and arrange it so that the air enters the 
fire box in the right proportions to produce 
perfect combustion. Under some conditions 
too much draft is as fatal to perfect combus- 
tion as insufficient draft. 

In the Manhattan furnace the air currents 
are regulated and directed on scientific prin- 
ciples. The grate bars are lowered several 
inches at the rear end in some cases in order 
to make the draft from beneath stronger. The 
manner of building the back wall is a unique 
feature of the construction and is varied to 
suit different conditions and different varieties 
of coal. 

Construction of the Wallis. 

The wall shown in the accompanying cut is 
the kind used under ordinary conditions with 
IIlinois coal for fuel. The first wail at the rear 
end of the grate bars is built solid about the 
shell of the boiler, with two rows of holes left 
for the draft to the stack. This wall will 
probably burn out in a year with constant 
use, and can be rebuilt for 810. The arrange- 
ment of supplementary back walls depends 
altogether on the conditions of draft. fir 
surface, and length of the boiler. The to 
cost of the appliance wiil average $150 to 
each furnace, It can be put in w ile the boii- 
ers are shut down to be cleaned, and it should

penditure of a few dollars. No steam jet or 
other artificial draft is used. Cheap coal can 
be burned, and experience has shown that 95 
per cent of the smoke usually formed can be 
eliminated by this device, and the fuel saving 
has ranged from 10 to 80per cent. 

C. M. Higginson, the inventor of the fur- 
nace, says device is simply a combination 
of the scientific principles of combustion, 
and contains no new ideas to be patented. He 
says it can be applied to any form of eylin- 
drical tubular boiler, and with slight altera- 
tions could be used successfully on tug boats 
and other marine boilers. 

What Mr. Higginson Ulaims. 


„It involves only the question of using nat- 
ural conditions properly, he said yesterday. 
Experience has taught * a guantity of air 
admitted above the line of fire is necessary 
to burn the gases ar from bituminous 
coal, Several other conditions are also nec- 
essary to insure perfect success. One is that 
the openings which admit the air shall be 
small, so that there sfall be no chance for 12 
quantities ef cold air 8 through 
tubes and interfering with the steaming 
qualities of the boiler. - The smaller these 2 
jets are the more intimate will be the mixture 
with the burning gases and the more perfect 
the combustion. It is also well to keep the 
line of incoming currents of air away from 
the shell of the boiler until the mixture of the 
air with the gases is complete and the com- 
bustion well — way. Another important 
feature is the area of such air pa es, I 
have found by experiment the best results are 
gained when the air passages equaled one- 
thirty-fifth of the grate area when natural 
draft is used. The size of the air passages 
are adjusted in this device by the fireman. 
He can tell instantly if too much or too little 
air is entering the fire-box above the fire by

the flues. If the furnace is working properly 
no smoke can be seen and nothing but a 
bright light ia is visible through the hole, If 
the fire is smoking no light can. be seen and 
the air vent needs adjusting. No matter how 
perfect a device is a large portion of the suc- 
cess depends on the fireman,”’ 

A visit to several of the buildings in the 
fiown-town district where new furnace is 
nsed shows the device is doing all that has 
been ciaimed for it thus far, At tne Ashland 
Block Engineer Saxe says the four, furnaces 
he has in use are giving satisfaction. He for- 
merly burned over eight tons of coal a day 
and now uses less — seven. The furnaces 
do not smoke and are less trouble to fire than 
the ones they displaced.

Congressman-Elect Little Says the Dawes 
Commission May Recommend It. 

Larriz Rock, Ark., Nov. 13.— Special. — 
Congressman-elect Little, who suvceeded 
Clifton R. Breckinridge, returned today from 
the Indian Territory, where he went With 
Congressman McRae and Senators Jones and 
Berry to consult with the Dawes commission 
concerning the attitude to be assumed by 
them in regard to the question of annexation 
and Statehood. A convention was held at 
South McAlister Saturday night, and much 
enthusiasm was manifested. Says Judge Lit- 
tle: “A more intelligent people could 
not be found anywhere. All are anxious 
for Statehood. It is probable the Dawes 
commission will recommend a Territorial 
government which will necessitate the abro- 
‘gation of existing treaties and the allotment 
of the lands in severalty, with ultimate State- 
hood in view. Asit is now the squaw men 
are the ruling element and the annuities of 
the government are absorbea by them before 
they reach the lower classes, which suffer cor- 
respondingly. The present mode of govern- 
ment is unsatisfactory and in a great meas- 
ure accounts for its being a réfuge for the de- 
praved classes. Oklahoma is anxious for an- 
nexation, but the people are bitterly opposed 
to the idea. When I told them rather than 
annexation to Oklahoma I should recommend 
the annexation of the Choctaw and Cherokee 
nations to Arkansas the remark was received 
with applause.”

James W. Beardsley, a sanitary engineer in 
the employ of the Drainage Channel, treated 


| of the construction of the channel and the

He said that the channel would 
produce a current at all time sufficient to 
carry off the sewage of the rivers and the re- 
would be a general purifying of the vicin- 

Dr. H. Gradle, Professor of Hygiene of the 
medical department of the Northwestern Uui- 
versity, treated of the suggestions for the im- 
provement of the health of Chicago. Chi- 
cago, he eaid, could boast of a low death rate 
compared to other cities. In 1892 it had a 
rate to the thousand inhabitants of 22.20, 
while New York’s rate was 23.77, Boston’s 
23.02, Philadelphia’s 21.85. 

Urges Complete Isolation. 

Dr. Gradle insisted upon a complete isola- 
tion of smallpox, diphtheria, scarlet-fever, 
measles, and whooping cough patients—an 
isolation under the supervision of the health 
authorities which would keep the inmate: 
of the house from coming in contact 
with any one else, and which would 
keep the patient apart in a room from which 
everything had been removed that might 
harbor the germs of the disease. The isola- 
tion of the patient should be kept up as long 
as he is contagious to others, even though he 
himself regained his health. Microscopic 
examinations showed that the germs of diph- 
theria existed in the throat. of the patient 
three weeks after health had been regained, 
He advocated steam as the best and most 
scientific method of disinfection. The city 
should have several steam plants for this pur- 
pose. Vaccination was approved as a pre- 
ventative of smallpox, and anti-toxine was 
recommended as a good preventive where 
children had been exposed to diphtheria. All 
efforts aiding to improve the health of the city 
must necessarily be under the direction of the 
Board of Health. But we cannot hope for 
much change for the better under the present 
system of management of that important of. 
fice. What we need isa much more efficient 
officer. Most ot the men who have acted as 
Health Commissioner have done as well as 
the circumstances have allowed them, It is 
the system which is at fault. Often has the 
Health Commissioner appealed to the public 
in his report, complaining that politics has 
interfered with the management of his de- 
partment and that its efficiency had to be 
sacrificed to the dictation of politicians. Not 
only the choice of the assistants but the man- 
agement of department should be re- 
moved from pernicious influence of par- 
tisanship. 

Dr. 55 H. Caster, who spent some days in 
investigation of the smallpox hospital during 
the height of the epidemic last winter, de- 
scribed the inadequacy of che facilities at the 
command of the Heaith Department to check 
the spread of contagion.
